The committee states that it in- 
jquired into the cornering the mariet 
and in this connection it was fuanid 
that no guch thing prevails.

with a less expensive service. Expen- | 
Sive and frequet deliveries are men- 
tioned as very materially increasing 
the cost of goods, 

“It cannot be said,” remarks the 
report {n its general conclusion, ‘ That 
jthe higher price level had become 
fixed. All the evidence is to the ef- 
fect that under the Present circum- 
stances, prices are unstable. Whether 
they will go higher, stand where they 
are, or fall, has not and apparently 
cannot be determined.”

FINE EXHIBIT 


North Alberta Branch of Cana- 
dian Mining Institute Show 
Interesting Collection 


Coal from Lethbridge, pottery clay 
from Medicine Hat and oils from both 
north and south country are included 
in the exhibits of natural resources 
that are being collected and shown 


by the North Alberta branch of the 


Canadian mining institute at the Ed- 
monton exhibition this wek. The ex- 


hibit is being arranged in the dairy 


building across the road from the 
manufacturer's building and will be 
a revelation to most people as to 
what the natural resources of the 
province of Alberta are, 


Of course there is coal, eyeryone 


knows there is coal and all kinds of 


it, but they do not realize all the dif- 
ferent grades and qualities of it. Sam- 
ples from most of the local mines are 
shown, and include samples of bri- 
quettes and coke made in this pro- 
vince. In connection with this exhibit 
there is a very telling chart, showing 


ail the possible by-products of the 
coal. These same by-products are 
being eagerly investigated by the 


new industrial committe that is now 


at work in te province.

former works are shown brick and 
tile, drain tiles, sanitary tiles and 


junctions. From the Gas City pottery 
there are samples of dishes, bowls,

Samples of all the tar sands 
of the province were shown and it 
was interesting to note the clear sand 
after all the bitumen had been ex- 
tracted, the bitumen being a black 


fluid mass in an adjoining bottle. The} 


samples showed some of the bitum'n- 
ous sands from Fort McMurray, crude 
oil from Calumet on the gthabasca 
river, 
stone river, fossil sand from he 
Hangingstone rfver, and from various 
other places. ‘ 

Cement and various finished pro- 
ducts from the Edmonton and other 
cement companies were shown, as 
well as building stones of all sorts 
from differnt parts of the province, 

In the minerals there are many 
beautiful samples and several of the 
precious and semi-precious stones, 
There are some nice samples of agate 
and a very beautiful agate that has 
been polished in the stone in which 
it is set. Samples of asbestos in the 
various stages are also to be seen. 
There is some splendid marble and all 
sorta of possibilities of minerals in the 
rock formations that are shown, 

Included in the minerals that are

MINEOLA, N.Y., July 6.—Brigadier 
General FE. M. Maitland, CM.G,,| 
D.8.0., @fficial observer for the Brit-|

log of the ‘worlds greatest airship 
on ite voyage from East Fortune, 
Scotland, to Mineola.
